Durgan Travel Service is pleased to offer a wonderful 7-day/5-night tour to Belfast, Ireland to see the River Hawks play in the 
“Friendship Four” hockey tournament at Odyssey Arena. Joining UMass Lowell in the quest for the “Belpot Cup” will be 
Northeastern, Brown, and Colgate. The tour will include round-trip air from Boston, 5-nights at a centrally-located hotel in Belfast, 
three game tickets including transfers to and from the game, breakfast daily, two lunches, two dinners, and sightseeing as noted 
below. 


OUR BELFAST FRIENDSHIP FOUR TOUR ITINERARY: 

DAY 1 - BOSTON-DUBLIN: Depart Boston’s Logan International Airport aboard our overnight flight to Dublin, with meal service, as well as 
stereo headsets, while in flight. 


DAY 2 - DUBLIN-NEWGRANGE-KNOWTH-BELFAST: Morning arrival in Dublin Airport. We will meet our driver/guide, who will help us 
transfer. After departing the airport, we will make a stop for breakfast at a local cafe/restaurant, then off to enjoy a panoramic tour of Dubln City 
before we depart North towards Belfast En route visit Bru Na Boinne Visitor Centre, designed to present the archaeological heritage of the 
Boyne Valley, which includes the fascinating megalithic passage tombs of Newgrange and Knowth. The extensive exhibition includes a full- 
scale replica of the chamber at Newgrange as well as a full model of one of the smaller tombs at Knowth. We then visit Newgrange itself- the 
Megalithic Passage Tomb at Newgrange was built about 3200 BC. It is estimated that the construction of the Passage Tomb at Newgrange 
would have taken a work force of 300 at least 20 years. The passage and chamber of Newgrange are illuminated by the winter solstice 
sunrise. A shaft of sunlight shines through the roof box over the entrance and penetrates the passage to light up the chamber. The dramatic 
event lasts for 17 minutes at dawn from the 19th to the 23rd of December. Continue on to Knowth, the Great Mound built over 5000 years ago. 
The Great Mound at Knowth is similar in size to Newgrange and is surrounded by 18 smaller satellite mounds. The Great Mound has two 
passages with entrances on opposite sides, the western passage is 34 metres long and the eastern passage is 40 Metres long, ending with a 
cruciform chamber. Enjoy lunch at a local cafe/restaurant. Then it’s on to Belfast to check into your hotel for dinner and overnight. (B,L,D) 

DAY 3 - BELFAST: After breakfast at the hotel, attend a game this morning at the Odyssey Arena. Enjoy lunch at a local cafe/restaurant. This 
afternoon enjoy a panoramic city tour of Belfast with local guide, including a visit to Crumlin Road Gaol, which dates back to 1845. Closed in 
1996, it also played a significant role during the troubles in Belfast. Designed by Charles Lanyon at a cost of £60,000, it was one of the most 
advanced prisons of its day and was built within a five sided wall on ten acres. It was the first prison in Ireland to be built according to the 
“separate system’’, intended to separate prisoners from each other with no communication between them. The prison was designed to hold 
between 500- 550 prisoners but during the civil unrest in Northern Ireland especially during 1970's as many as 900 prisoners were held here. 
The Gaol has now been turned into a major visitor attraction and conference centre. You will be able to take a tour of the prison and hear the 
varied history of the Gaol that dates back to 1845. There will be an opportunity to walk along the underground tunnel that links the Gaol to the 
courthouse where the prisoners were led to the Gaol after being sentenced. Overnight in Belfast. (B,L) 

DAY 4 - TITANIC BELFAST: This morning visit Titanic Belfast after breakfast at the hotel. Located in the heart of Belfast, the Titanic Belfast 
recreates the story of the world’s most famous ship in a new iconic, six floor building right beside the historic site of the original ship’s 
construction. The self-guided journey begins on entering the building's giant atrium, where the visitor is surrounded by the four ‘ship’s hull’ 
shaped wings which house the Titanic Experience. Highlights include breathtaking views to the slip-ways where the Titanic was launched and 
the Voyage to the bottom of the sea in the unique Ocean Exploration Centre with live links to contemporary undersea exploration. Enjoy the 
afternoon at leisure. Tonight we’ll have Thanksgiving dinner at a local restaurant. Overnight in Belfast. (B,D) 

DAY 5 - GIANTS CAUSEWAY: This morning after breakfast, depart along the scenic Antrim Coastline and visit the Giants Causeway. 
Encounter Northern Ireland’s favorite giant, Finn McCool, at the new Giants Causeway Visitor centre on the North Antrim coast. According to 
legend Finn McCool created the Giants Causeway by building stepping stones to Scotland to challenge the Scottish giant Benandonner! The 
new Visitor centre explores the UNESCO World Heritage site that consists of 40,000 basalt polygonal columns formed 60 million years ago 
after a volcanic eruption. This afternoon return to Belfast and enjoy some time at leisure, prior to taking in another Friendship Four game this 
evening. Overnight in Belfast. (B) 


















DAY 6 - BELFAST AT LEISURE: After breakfast, the day is yours to enjoy Belfast and all it has to offer. There is one more game at Odyssey 
Arena included today, with transfers to the game but not returning, with the presumption you will want to stay out and enjoy your last night in 
Belfast. Hopefully, it will be celebratory! Overnight in Belfast. (B) 

DAY 7 - BELFASTHDUBLINHBOSTON: After breakfast and hotel check-out, we will depart for Dublin Airport for our return flight to the U.S. 
There will be plenty of time to visit Europe’s best duty-free shops. Meal service, as well as stereo headsets, is available while in flight (B)
